SAN FRANCISCO, April 24.— 
GP.—The four sponsoring govern- 
ments of the United Nations’ con- 
ference have agreed to support 
specific proposals that internation- 
gl disputes be settled “with due 
regard for principles of justice and 
invernational law.” 

This was made known to report- 
ers today by Secretary of State 


Stettinius. chairman of the Ameri-| 


can delegation and temporary pre- 
siding officer of the conference 
opening tomorrow. 


The announcement came after | 


the British commonwealth of na- 
tions lined up behind Russia's de- 
mand for three votes in the gen- 
eral assembly of the United Na- 
tions’ organization to be set up at 
the Golden Gate conference. 

First Great Britain, as it prom- 
ised at Yalta, said through Deputy 
Prime Minister Clement Attlee, 
that the United Kingdom would 
back Russia on this point. 

Then it was learned India, Aus- 
tralia. New Zealand, South Africa 
and Canada intend to follow suit. 

This development — while not 
— shared attention on 
the eve of the conference of 46 
United Nations with the Big Three 
squabble over Poland. 

“MUST NOT FAIL” 

But the general feeling about 
the meeting to plan a way of 
peace was one of solemn determi- 
nation—that big and’ small nations 


alike “must not and will not fail” 


in their joint task. 

American delegates showed no 
disposition of alarm at Russia's re- 
quest for three voices—although 
the unspoken wish was that it be 
withdrawn in the interests of har- 
mony. Nor did they seem disturb- 
ed any more than they have been 
in the past that the British com- 
monwealth has a combined power 
of six votes in the assembly. 

The United States view on ‘hat 
point is that the commonwealth 
nations are, by function, independ- 
ent, and that they are not to be ex- 
pected to vote as a bloc. 

The main importance of the as- 
sembly votes is that they help de- 
termine the biennial changes of 
membership of smaller nations on 
the powerful security council, 
which is the heart of the proposed 


world organization. 
NEARLY ALL HAVE ARRIVED 

Delegates arrived throughout the 
Gay.

Allies Span 
Po in Dash 
To Alps 


ROME, April 24.—(UP)—Allied 
troops have crossed the Po river 
and fanned out, it was disclosed 


tonight, and across the entire 
width of the Italian peninsula 
armies were sweeping northward 
toward the Alps and the enemy’s 
last redoubt. 

A headquarters communique dis- 
closed that Lt.. Gen. Lucian K. 
Truscott’s Fifth Army had crossed 
the Po at a number of points not 
identified, and a United Press 
front dispatch said they were fan- 
ning out quickly and had seized 
at least four towns north-of the 
river by late this afternoon. 

La Spezia, a naval base; Fer- 
rara, Modena and other towns be- 
low the river fell into Allied 
hands. Some 40,000 prisoners had 
been taken and the toll was mount- 
ing.

Berlin Cut Off From Aid 
As Red Armies Merge 


LONDON, Wednesday, April 25.—(AP)—Two powerful Russian armies joined forces 


inside Berlin yesterday and seized fully half of the burning city which the Germans said 
now was “practically surrounded” and entirely cut off from outside aid. A Moscow com- 
munique announced the junction of the First Ukrainian and First White Russian armies in 
a single phase of co-ordinated drives which captured the Schlesischer (Silesian) railway 


station and all the districts no 
Unter dex Linden. 

The First White Russian forces 
of Marshal Zhukov simultaneous- 
ly executed a great wheeling 
movement north and northwest 
which severed one of two railways 
leading from Berlin to the *north- 
west German pocket and came 
within two and one-half miles of 
the other, Moscow disclosed. 


TOTAL ISOLATION NEAR 

The Russian account showed the 
city still lacking some 16 miles 
of being surrounded. The Ger- 
man-controlled Scandinavian Tele- 
graph Bureau said, however, that 
there was only a three-mile corri- 
‘dor left on the northwest and that 
it could not be used because it was 
blanketed by Soviet heavy artil- 
lery fire. No more reinforcements 
can be sent in, said this report, 
which came via Oslo and Stock- 
holm, 

Even by Russian official account, 
total isolation of Berlin was near, 
the Moscow communique announc- 
ing that Marshal Konev’s First 
Ukrainians had speared up from 
the south to a point four miles due 
east of Potsdam.

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Allies Study Vital War Records 
Found in Hitler's ‘Hiding Place

Even while many German sol- 
diers are still hiding in the dense 
forests, American investigators 
are working on the documents. 
The Germans -counterattacked 
strongly in the sector recently in 
an apparent effort to recapture 
the vital papers. 

“The importance of these doc- 
uments would have justified a 
far greater expenditure of man-

made in their unsuccessful coun-‘ 
terattack by two divisions to re- 
capture them,” a_ staff officer 
said. 


Meanwhile seven German gen- 
erals, including an y com- 
mander and four corps command- 
ers, have been captured in Harz- 
wald, but as far as is known, no 
political leaders of great impor- 
tance have been found. There 
had been reports that Hitler him- 
self might be hiding in the caves 
of this forest with other Nazi 
leaders. 

It now appears likely that a de

SenateOkays Ban 
On Youth Combat 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—(#)—A bill extending the draft law 
for a year but banning the use of 18-year-old draftees in combat 


without six months’ training was 
The measure, approved on a‘ 


voice vote, now goes to the 
house for action on amend- 
ments. 


The amendment relating to 18- 
year-olds was passed, 50 to 25, 
over the objections of the high 
command, Twenty-three Demo- 
crats, 26 Republicans and Sen. 
La Follett, Progressive, Wiscon- 
sin, voted for it, Against were 
19 Democrats and six Republi- 
cans. 

Another amendment offered 
by Sen. Brewster, Republican, 
Maine, to prohibit the drafting 
of men over 31. after May 1, was 
rejected, 57 to 11. 


The current selective service 
law expires May 15. The legis- 
lation extends it for one year 
beyond that date or until the end 
of the global war, whichever is 
sooner. 

In another development relat- 
ing to military manpower, the 
War Department announced that 
enlisted men 42 years of age or 
older will be discharged from the 
Army upon their request. About 
50,000 men are eligible for such 
discharges. 

Overseas soldiers who apply for 
release under this new policy will 
be brought back to this country 
“at the earliest possible date.”’ 
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passed today by the senate. 


However, discharges will not be 
given to such oldsters if they are 
being disciplined or are in need 
of medical or surgical treatment.

PARIS, April 24.—(4)—Tired, old Marshal Petain entered Switzer- 
land today—his 89th birthday—and tonight the French government

Vichy chief of state to France to stand trial on charges of treason. 
Meanwhile, King Leopold, of Belgium, who surrendered to the 
Germans in May, 1940, was expected to arrive in Switzerland, indi-

“For reasons of decency,” the’ 
government communique said, cor- 
respondents would not be permit 
ted to witness Petain’s surrender 
to the French government and for 
that reason the place and date of 
his surrender would not be an- 
nounced.

STRANGE STORY OF U. S$. COLONEL 


~ Texan's Nazi Captors Skip, 
Reds Find Him Boss of Burg 


Psoldiers were led out and turnedfduring the Germans’ 


Tom Hoge, correspondent for ‘ 
the Army newspaper, Stars and 
Stripes, in the following article 
tells the amazing story of an 
American colonel, a prisoner of 
the Germans, who persudded his 
captors to flee and leave him in 
charge of a German town as the 
Russians approached. Hoge was 
one of thousands of Americans 
freed from Nazi camps by the 
Soviets.

ODESSA, March 25.—( Delayed) 
(INS)—Advancing into the Ger- 
man town of Wugarter some 
weeks ago, the commander of a 
Russian reconnaissance unit must 
have been slightly amazed when, 
instead of encountering a Nazi gar- 
rison, he was greeted by an Ameri 
can colonel and strangely dressed 
U. S. officers. 

Then, while the Red commander 
probably was trying to figure out 
how he wound up at the wrong 
end of the front, the colonel gave 


over the Russians. 


Thus was brought to official 
light an episode in the career of 
Col. Hurley E. Fuller, of San An- 
tonio, Texas—an episode climaxed 
when he became military com- 
mandant and burgomeister of a 
German village on the eastern 
front. 

Fuller was commander of the 
28th Division’s 110th Regiment. 
He and other members of the regi- 
ment — officers and men -— were 
captured by numerically superior 
German forces in Luxembourg

Fuller recalled. “Marching day 
and night without rest, thrcugh 
fields and forests, skirting along 
back routes to avoid tanks which 
often were only three or four 
kilometers away.”

SECURITY BLACKOUT 


The Ninth Army, between the 
First and the British, cleared the 
entire Elbe bank along its front 
today, awaiting the Russians. 

Patton’s power-packed Third 
Army was rolling again under a 
partial security blackout. On other 
occasions—in France, the Moselle 


valley, the Saar and across the 
Rhine to the Czech border—the 
lifting of the blackout revealed | 
tremendous victories. 

Gen. Kilbourn’s llth Armored 
Division paced the drive toward 
Berchtesgaden. while other un- 
identified columns smashed to the 
Danube four mites west of Regens- 
burg, 

The llth Armored’s two col- 
umns which speared into Bavaria 
Monday after switching southward 
from central Germany joined to- 
day at the 12-way road and rail 
hub of Cham, 28 miles northeast 
of Regensburg. 

Cham, one of the strategic cities 
of the German frontier which 
guards the Regnitz river valley 
gateway into Czechoslovakia 
through the Bohemian plateau on 
Patton’s eastern flank, apparently 
fell without a struggle. 


120 MILES FROM REDS 


The tanks then streaked south- 
east of Cham ’on the broad Cham- 
Regen highway, advancing 23 
mules to the village of Arnets.ied, 
three miles north of Regen, in the 
ancient setting of the famed Bo- 
hemian forest lands storied in Eu- 
ropean literature. 

At Arnetsried the Eleventh Ar- 
mored was within 94 miles of 
Berchtesgaden and 120 miles of 
the Russians battling westward 
from Austria and last reported | 
five miles west of St. Poelten. | 

The 26th infantry Division fol- | 
lowing the 11th, captured a bridge 
intact over the Regnitz river at 
Roding, seven miles west of Cham, 
and moved on southeast. In its 
advance the 26th also captured 
Dautesdorf, 15 miles northwest of 
Cham, and Schoengras, 18 miles 


west. 
NAZIS IN CONFUSION 

The main weight of Patton’s 
push against the northern bound- 
ary of the Nazis’ Bavarian re- 
doubt was crushing down on Reg- 
ensburg from three directions and 
had reached within four miles of 
the city along the Danube to the 
west. This column captured Deur- 
ling and Undorf, eight and six 
miles west of Regensburg, in its 
drive to the river. 

The encirclement of Regensburg 
was closine swiftly as unidentified 
Third Army units reached Winken.- | 
ling, 11 miles north; Rechberg, 12' 


miles northwest, and Etzenberg, 
eight miles west northwest. 

The complete confusion of the 
Germans in the face of Patton’s 
breakthrough was exemplified by 
the fate of 1,700 crack SS Panzer 
replacement troops, who were 
swiftly captured by an American 
quartermaster battalion that 
wheeled into their headquarters 
city by mistake. 

In their drive on Regensburg, 
Patton’s forces reached to within |

The San Francisco Conference 


‘Today, in San Francisco, delegates of 
the United Nations open a conference 
which, if successful in attaining its goal, 
will be the most momentous gathering in 
the history of mankind. 


It is the purpose of this conference to 
create an international organization for the 
maintenance of world peace. It is the sec- 
ond attempt in our time to establish a sys- 
tem of international law, and the means to 
enforce that law, that shall for all time 
braug the nations which instigate war as 
criminals and halt their crime by the use 
of a world police force. 


There are, apparently, many persons 
who misunderstand the objective of the 
San Francisco meeting. This is not a*meet- 
ing to decide upon terms of peace with the 
Axis foes now going down in defeat. It is 
not. even, a meeting to settle disputes or 
differences of opinion between any nations. 


It is, simply, a conference to set up the 
machinery for the settlement of such dis- 
putes and to create a system of world law 
and law enforcement which shall replace 
the barbaric. inhuman and illogical use of 
force as a means of arbitrament. 


There is every reason to believe the 
eonference will succeed. The nations gath- 
er around the conference table at a time 
when the world is suffering under the 
worst and most vicious war in all history. 
It comes at a time when all informed, 
thinking men and women know that any 
recurrence of war such as we have expe- 
rienced in the last half-dozen years could 
result only in world suicide of our civiliza- 
tion. 


Simply, something effective must be 
done to stop any future wars before they 
begin. To create that something and em- 
power with the necessary force is the duty 
of the San Francisco delegates. That they 
should fail in that duty is unthinkable. 


Much has been said, in advance of the 
meeting, of such differences of opinion as 
that between Russia, on one side, and Brit- 


ain and the United States on the other, 
over the question of the government of Po- 
land. The conference is not called to settle 
such disputes, merely to create the ma- 
chinery by which they can be adjudicatéd., 
The test of the organization to be formed 
will come when, it having rendered its 
judgment, those nations concerned are 
asked to accept that ruling. Then the 
world will see how sincere each member 
nation is in its present-day protestations 
of determination to keep the peace. 


There are, as always, international 
problems calling for settlement. 


There is the Indian question and the 
problem of Palestine and the Jews. There 
will be, for many years to come, disputes 
between the nations, both large and small. 
It is not the duty of the delegates at San 
Francisco to settle these. It is their duty to 
create a world court before which all par- 
ties to dispute may lay their case, confi- 
dent of just consideration and in which all 
nations can have full confidence, so they 
will accept the rulings of that court as 
final. 


San Francisco, successful, will mark the 
most vital turning point in the affairs of 
man. 


San Francisco, a failure, may well mark 
the beginning of the end of man as a civil- 
ized being. 


Success or failure depends upon many 
factors, including the ability of all nations 
to sacrifice some of their own objectives in 
order to compromise with others. It de- 
pends, too, upon the ability of all to see 
both sides of any question. 


Above all, it depends upon the presence 
at the conference table of the unseen, yet 
all-powerful spirit of Him who, nearly 
2,000 years ago, pointed the road of broth- 
erhood and universal love as the only true 
pathway to lasting peace on earth. 


That lasting peace depends, in the final 
analysis, on good will by all men to all 
men.

Gets Its First Test

LONDON, Eng.—(By Wireless)—The San Francisco conference 
opens today with the greatest hopes but, alas, not without consid- 
erable fears. In this country, its statutes have been debated in 
both houses of parliament in extenso, discussed on a very high 
level in the press, and have furnished an endless topic of con- 
versation\in private gatherings. 


The Dumbarton Oaks plan has both its supporters and critics 
here, but among the latter are few who will not accept it in lieu 
of anything better and in the hope that with time it will be im- 
proved, 


‘Supporters who, on the whole, are more often Conservative than 
Liberal or Labor, say the,Dumbarton Oaks plan avoids hypocrisy 
and recognizes the world situation for what it is. The old League 
pretended to be able to settle the quarrels of great powers and 
failed. The new seague does not even pretend, and so long as 
great powers do not quarrel, the new organization will be able to 
prevent minor wars and do much useful work, If is better, says 
the Economist, that these limitations should be realized from the 
beginning and those dangerous illusions of millennial peace that 
stood at the cradle of the old League should not greet the birth of 
the new. 


In general, the viewpoint is that, although there could be much 
better schemes for an international organization than that drawn 
up at Dumbarton Oaks, none would be practicable in present circum- 
stances because none would be accepted by the preser* Allies. 


The opposition to this viewpoint has perhaps been 
best and most briefly expressed by Professor Gil- 
bert Murray, a leading champion since the last war of a general 
system of collective security. Professor Murray, in a letter to the 
London Times, says: “I have read many speeches on the Crimean 
compromise with growing conviction that people do not undexstand 
what a profound reversal it involves of the Dumbarton Oaks policy 
and how absolutely necessary it will pe to reconsider one part of it.” 


The Dumbarton Oaks scheme provided that the five great powers 
should maintain large forces of arms instantly ready to prevent 
aggression. The veto introduced by the Crimean compromise en- 
ables any great power (1) to commit aggression if it likes, and (2) 
to veto any action by the other powers to prevent the aggression. 
That is to say, the large armaments proposed at Dumbarton Oaks 
are to be kept in constant readiness but their purpose is reserved. 
They are free to commit but are not permitted to prevent aggres- 
sion. Obviously, this was never intended and it will have to be 
modified.

If teachers in our schools labored only for the 

dollars in their salary checks, the state of Georgia 

: would long ago have been a state of ignorance. 

For we all know how inadequate!l¥ our school teachers have been 

paid for many years, even though their financial status is now on 
the upgrade, Even today, though, it is below most states. 


Under such circumstances there must be some other recom: 
pense, some other inducement, some other value that makes their 
work worth while, to keep so many fine men and women in the 
teaching profession. 


I wonder if it is not the unvoiced realization that the good work 
they do does not end at the finish of the school term, that it does 
not, in fact, end when they pass on. For the influence of a good 
teacher lives on, for generation after generation, in the lives of the 
students and the students’ children, long after the teacher is but 
a name in beloved memory.

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Conference Wide-Open Affair 


SAN FRANCISCO.—Old hands at the international game are 
watching to see how Secretary of State Edward R. Stettinius fares 
in his avowed policy of making the San Francisco conference the 
most wide-open affair of its kind in all history. 


Mr. Stettinius promised some time ago that newspaper and radio 
correspondents (there are some 900 of them present) not only will 
be permitted to attend the plenary sessions of the conference, but 
he would do his best to have them admitted also to the committee 
meetings, 

And he took a step even more in defiance of all previous prac- 
tice by inviting a whole flock of American group organizations to 
send representatives to San Francisco. These include business asso- 
ciations, operating at home and abroad; the embattled branches of 
organized labor; two lawyer associations, equally in conflict; Protes- 
tant, Catholic and Jewish church groups: several organizations each 
of farmers, war veterans and women; a number of foreign-policy 
associations; the National Association for Advancement of Colored 
People; parents, teachers, Rotarians, Kiwanians, Lions, Exchange 
clubmen., . 

Since these delegations are invited by Mr. Stettinius, it is a fore- 
— bane that each of them will feel it incumbent to call on 

im first. 

And this may be only the beginning. If American special-in- 
terest groups are to be invited, why not their counterpart in all the 
other 40-odd nations engaged in the cénference? 


Others In the United States, but not included in Mr. Stettinius’ 

invitation, there are numerous racial groups which cer- 
tainly will have spokesmen at San Francisco if there is any way 
to get them there. Among these are the Poles, Latvians, Lithu- 
anians, Estonians, Finys, Ukrainians, involved in present European 
boundary disputes, and each with a substantial voting group in the 
United States electorate. There are the advocates of independence 
for more far distant countries, such as India and Korea. 

Whatever else eventuates, Mr. Stettinius’ waiting room at San 
Francisco certainly is going to be one of the most crowded in all 
history. . 

But also, if Mr. Stettinius can stand up under it, his plan may 
prove to be a stroke of genius. 

Just as American domestic disunity was charged with wrecking 
pon plans after ‘the 1914-18 World War, a united public opinion 

ere might be turned into anjall-powerful weapon. 

The administration previously had gone very far in bidding for 
American unity by bringing three outstanding Republicans into its 
San Francisco delegation. It went even farther in that direction 
by inviting John Foster Dulles, chief foreign adviser of Gov. Themas 
E. Dewey in the recent presidential campaign, to become the dele- 
gation’s only general adviser. Everything so far indicates that 
this bi-partisan approach is working out well. 

If by taking the nation’s leading group propagandists to San 
Francisco now, Mr. Stettinius can harness them~—or even half of 
them—in support of the conference result, approval of it by the 
United States senate is a foregone conclusion. 

And that isn’t all. Such a formidable marshaling of American 
public opinion might have very great influence abroad. 


Unit - A stock argument against an international peace organi- 
Y zation with teeth in it, from abroad, has been that the 
United States cannot be depended on to stand by it; that we would 
get tired after a while and gather up our marbles and go home. 

If it should be demonstrated at San Francisco that both major 


’ American political parties are in favor of a strong international 


organization, and that lined up behind them is virtually the whole 
national electorate, American unity, instead of being distrusted, 
might become the main motive power of the conference. 

From this standpoint, also, the wider open the deliberations the 
better. 

When he enunciated his 14 points for World War I peace, there 
is little doubt that President Wilson had the backing not. only of 
the American people but of a majority of people the world over. 

At Paris, however, it was insisted that the peace had to be 
made behind closed doors, and by the time this process was ended 
most of Mr. Wilson’s ideals had been whittled away. 

If peace-making this time can be kept in the open there is 
likely to be much more of the spirit of the Atlantic Charter left 
in, than if the vital negotiations finally are bottled up—as at Paris— 
in a Big Four or Big Three.

For they have learned to dis- 
count these faults in their own 
politicians. They know that na- 
tional political conventions do ev- 
entually achieve harmony and a 
high spirit of unity—with very 
few exceptions in our political 
history. They know that, in the 
end, our conventions and elections 
turn out to be fine examples of 
democracy in action. 

This conference here should be 
compared, in its objectives, to our 
own constitutional convention. For 
it is trying to lay the foundations 
for the world of an organization 
like that which was put together,

and prayer, from a group of in- 
dependent colonies straggling 


along the eastern seaboard of the 
United States.

Z Sons Killed, Missing, Captured 
Rest Rate Non-Hazardous Duty 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—(UP)—The Army 
and Navy disclosed today that when two or more 
members of an immediate family become war 
Casualties the remaining members in service will, 
upon request, be assigned non-hazardous duty. 

The policy applies when at least two members 
of a family—in any branch of the Army, Navy 
or Marines—are killed in action, die as a re- 
sult of wounds, disease or accident, are missing 
in action or are taken prisoner. 

Non hazardous duty is defined as duty in the 
rear of an active theater or assignment in an in- 
active theater or in the United States. In the 


The de- 
partments estimated that 10,000 men and women 
now in service will be eligible. 

The policy is an extension of the previously 
announced plan to assign the sole surviving son 
to non-hazardous duty. Here are examples of 
the way it would work: 

1. If two of five sons were casualties, either 
dead, missing or taken prisoner, the other three 
would be assigned non-hazardous duty here or

2. If two of three sons were casualties, the 
remaining son would be returned to the United 
States for permanent assignment.

‘Hospital Authority 
Inspects Grady ~ 


The newly appointed Fulton-De- 
‘Kalb County Hospital Authority, 
which will take over public hos- 
pitalization for metropolitan At- 
lanta the latter part of this year, 
has inspected Grady hospital for 
the first time.

New Bridge 
On Jones Ave. 
Is Assured 


Construction of a new $115,000 
Jones avenue bridge will be begun 
just as soon as the State Highway 
Department can let contracts. 


Mayor Hartsfield was notified 
yesterday by Senator George that 
WPB has given its approval to 
the project as a 100 per cent grade 
separation undertaking. 

Closed to vehicular traffic since 
Nov. 11, 1940, the bridge has been 
out of service since, and thousands 
of Atlanta residents have been 
forced to find other means of in- 
gress and egress to that area of 
the city. 

The announcement climaxes a 
series of efforts on the part of city 
officials to obtain approval of the 
construction due to war priorities 
and the fact that it must be built 
of steel and concrete to witrstand 
the heavy traffic. 

Mayor Hartsfield and others 
urged WPB to approve the project 
when 
about three weeks ago, and the 
mayor secured a special hearing 
before the civilian requirements 
board at which he stressed the im- 
portance of the viaduct to war in- 
dustries in that area of Atlanta. 


‘ The old structure was con- 
demned because it was unsafe for 
vehicular traffic, and it was razed. 
A foot bridge was built across the 
railroad tracks and it has been 
used by pedestrians. 

Mayor \ Hartsfield has held 
numerable conferences with fed- 
eral agencies, the State Highway 
Department and railway execu- 
tives, insisting that some means be 
found through which it would be 
placed again in service for the 
convenience of citizens and as an 
emergency war measure. 

The success of his efforts was 
the “thawing order” yesterday by 
WPB, which means that it will be 
constructed by grade separation 
funds and without cost to the mu- 
nicipality.

If you were once an officer but 
have been retired or released to 
imactive status for physical dis- 
ability by a retiring board, and 
have not been granted retirement 
pay, you will be interested in Sec- 
tuon 302 of the GI bill. 


The Retirement Board may havé 
held that your disability wasn't in- 
currec or aggravated in the serv- 
ice. There have been many such 
cases—some of them quite unfair 
to the officer. But the GI Dill 
provides a chance to appeal. 

Yet you must have a new slant 
to offer or evidence to show that 
tne retiring board’s decision was 


obviously or legally incorrect. In 
short, you've got to be able to 
prove your contention. 

It's probable the time to do it) 
is mow—before evidence, wit-| 
messes, records and even interest | 
crift away. However, you have! 
15 years (after June 22, 1944, or | 
efter your release—the later) oh 
fle. 

At the moment, the only boards | 
ret up under Section 302 are op- 
erating in Washington, so most ex- 
officers won't be able to appear 
personally. 

But that’s O. K. Written state- 
ments are allowed and affidavits 
or witmesses can be filed. The 
edjutant general's office (Army) 
or the judge advocate general’s 
office (Navy) should be asked for 
the proper method to follow in fil- 
ing an appeal. 

Section 301 of the GI bill ap- 
ples to any ex-service people (en- 
listed or commissioned) who feel 
that the types of discharges or dis- 
missais they received are unfair 
end should be changed. Section 
02 applies only to officers who 
have been retired without pay. 

All of the boards created by Sec- 
thoms 301 and 302 have a big task 
ehead, but the dope I get seems 
to indicate that these boards real- 
ise the seriousness of their work. 
Ilda guess that a member of one 
of these boards has a tiring and 
even monotonous job. Yet, to 


many veterans, the results can be 
more Important than frosted win- 
Gow glass in the shower room 
of a WAC barracks. 
Undoubtedly, a notable number 
of discharges cases were gummed 
up by the haste of many service 
men passing through the wring- 
ers of the Army and Navy on 
their way out. I mean that some 


incorrect decisions are sure to 
have been made. 

This is proved at least by Army 
figures which have been furnished 
to me by the War Department. 

By March, the Army discharge 
review board (Section 301) had 
waded through 662 appeals of glo- 
bal war veterans since Nov., 1944. 
The type of discharge was changed 
in 192 instances by the board. Most 
of these appeals were from former 
enlisted men, but some officers, 


warrant officers and flight offi- 
cers were among them. | 

Think that over, veteran, if! 
vou've hesitated about putting in| 
en appeal. Of the ex-service men 
of this war whose appeal cases. 
have been heard, over 29 per cent | 
won their appeals- 

Since Oct. 14, 1944, the Army 
disability review board (under 


Section 302) has heard 91 appeals 
of former officers who were re- 
tired because of disability without 
pay. It has reversed 26 of the 
original findings, saying the dis- 
ability were incurred in line of 
duty. 

This means that one in every 
three and a half cases went in 
favor of the ex-officer. Again the 
proportion is nearly 29 per cent 
—certainly an encouraging shot in 
the Army for many disabled offi- 
cers. 

You'll do some waiting, I be- 
lieve. The process is slow. I know 
one veteran who put in an appeal 
(Section 302) in the middle of 
January, but his case wasn’t 


scheduled to come up until some 


time in April and it could be post- 
poned awhile longer. Records have 
to be collected. 

But there is some justice. Reg- 
ister that appeal. Then cross your 
fingers and sit on the edge of your 
suspense.
